No. 16/57.— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (I) of Section 3 
of the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (XVIII of 1947), as in force in 
India and as applied to the State of Pondicherry, the Central Government here¬ 
by directs that the following amendment shall be made in Schedule I annexed 
to the Imports (Control) Order 1955 published vide Government of India Minis¬ 
try of Commerce & Industry Order No. 17/55, dated 7th December, 1965, 
namely:— 

In part I of the said Schedule against Serial Nos. 46 and 48, for the 
existing entries in column 2, substitute the following:— 

40/1 ‘BRASS, BRONZE AND SIMILAR ALLOYS WROUGHT INCLU¬ 
DING THE FOLLOWING VIZ., WIRE, ROD SECTION, SHEET.

..SHEETS CUT TO SIZE AND PIPE ROD AND TUBE CUT TO 
SHAPE AND SIZE INCLUDING MANUFACTURES OF NICKEL 
ALLOYS AND NICKEL CHROME ALLOYS, BUT EXCLUDING 
CHEMICAL OR IMITATION GOLD.’
